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MOBIS FOUGHT 


Fierce Fighting Marked the 
Attempt To Open Chicago 
Street Car Line 


MANY BROKEN HEADS 
AMONG THE STRIKERS 


Mob, in Hiding Behind Fence, Stones 
the Oificers—Obstructions Are 
Piled High on the Street 
Car Tracks—Peace 
Talk. 


Chicago, November 23.—Fierce fighting 
in which the police used their clubs freely 
and twice their revolvers, marked the 
opening of the State street cable line by 
the Chicago city railway today. As far 
as can be ascertained nobody was serious- 
ly injured, although tere were many 
broken heads among the rioters who came 
into contact with the clubs of the police. 
If any members of the mob were injured 
by the bullets of the police and non-union 
men on the cars they were carried off by 
their friends before the fact was known 
to others. While the fighting was going 
on in the streets, the usual conferénces 
were in progress and propositions and 
counterpropositions were passing back 
and forth. 

Late in the afternoon it was sald by 
Mayor Harrison, President Mahon, of the 
street car men, and the attorneys for 
both sides, that an agreement had been 
reached, but little definite was Known 
concerning its nature, 

Nothing Definite Given Out. 

Late tonight street car men _ locked 
themseives in a room on the eleventh floor 
of the Ashland block, the company’s of- 
fices being in a room on the ninth floor, 
and the conferences were again ifn full 
blast. It was predicted that the strike 
would be declarad off.by tomorrow morn- 


ing. but nothing. was given aut from either 


meeting to make Such @n assertion cer- 
tain. 

The hardest fighting of the day took 
place at Forty-first and State streets, 
where a mob in hiding behind a fence 
stoned the cars which were guarded by 
officers. The police were over the fence 
at once and fired several shots over the 
heads of the fleeing strikers. Many of 
the mob who were slow of foot were 
overtaken by the police and soundly 
rapped with clubs. Few arrests were 
made, the officers contenting themselves 
with scattering the crowd. 

Conductor J. P. Prenter was in charge 
of the train which was attacked and 
when the stones commenced to whiz past 
his head ana smash the windows of his 
car he promptly drew a revolver and fired 
at the crowd until the cartridges in his 
weapon were exhausted. The cars were 
attacked at the same point on the return 
trip and a number of shots were fired, 
the mob scattering like a lot of chickens. 

Hampered by Mobs. 

All day long on State street the company 
was hampered by the work of the mob, 
which piled obstructions on the track, 
drove spikes into the cable steels and cut 
trolley wires in many places. The Archer 
avenue line was badly damaged early in 
the day and required several hours’ work 
by a strong force of repairmen, who were 
heavily guarded by the police, No at- 
tempt has been made to run cars on this 
line since the cOmmencement of the 
strike. 

The opening of tne State street line to- 
day gave the company five lines on which 
cars were run. The service, however, is 
not of a cnaracter to be generally useful 
to the public. 

During the thick of the fight at Forty- 
first street Mrs. Charles Lett, a passenger 
on the first car, jumped from the car and 
braving the revolver shots and all sorts 
of missiles, ran, thoroughly frightened, to 
a place of safety. Windéws had been 
broken near where she sat and her face 
was cut by glass.

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RUSS AND JAP 
ON WAR'S VERGE 


Situation in the Qrient Again 
Grous Critical, 


Reported That Japanese War Ships 
Have Been Ordered To Prevent 
the Reinforcement of the 
Russian Squadron at 
Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, November 23.—A _ semi- 
official Russian agency has received from 
Tokio a report to the effect that Japanese 
war ships have been dispatched to prevent 
the Russian war ships Tsarecitch and 
Baian reaching Port Arthur to join the 
Russian squadron there. 

The report that the Japanese have oc- 
cupied Wiju, on the Yalu river, is not 
confirmed here and is not given credence. 

Report Not Confirmed. 

London, November .24.—The alarming 
report from Tokio that Japanese war yes- 
sels have been dispatched to prevent two 
Russian wmr ship reaching Port Arthur 
to join the squadron there cannot be 
confirmed here, 

It is possible that this report is con- 
nected with the statement of the Jap- 
anese journal, The Nagasaki Shimpo, 
which, as announced in these dispatches 
yesterday, was to the effect that a Jap- 
anese squadron of twelve vessels had 
left Jasebv for un unknown destinatipn.

Washington, November 23.—Panama and 
Cuba engaged the attention of the senate 
today to the exclusion of all other ques- 
tions.

The Panama question came up in con- 
nection wah the announcement of the 
reorganization of senate committees, re- 
lieving Mr. Morgan, democrat, of Ala- 
bama, from the chairmanship of the 
committee on interoceanic canals. Be- 
fore the order went into effect, Mr. Mor- 
gan 200k the floor and his sp2ech proved 
to be a discussion of the entire canal 
question, with liberal criticism of the 
president for his course.

He also advanced the ar- 
fument that in asking a reduction of 
duty on Cuban products exported to the 
United States Cuba was making excep- 
tional request, and he theougat we should 
respond by offering politicai, rather than 
commercial, ‘union. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, said he did 
not believe the Newlands resolution repre- 
sented the business or political sentiment 
of the United States, and that its intro- 
duction had caused uneasiness in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. He hoped there would 
be no growth of expansion sentiment. He 
believed that the best interests of the 
United States and Cuba would be suf 
served by separate existence. He eulo- 
gized President Palma and the leading 
men of Cuba and declared that we were 
only neighbors and friends of Cuba. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, expressed 
the opinion that the present debate would 
emphasize the fact that the Newlands 
resolution did not represent the wishes of 
the government of the United States. He 
was opposed to island states. 

Morgan Discusses Panama. 

Mr. Hale then presented the Mst of sen- 
ate committees as agreed upon by the 
caucuses of republican and democratic 
senators. The lists were read at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Gorman, and upon motion 
to adopt the report, Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, took the floor and addressed him- 
self to the isthmian canal question.

Continuing Cardinal Gotti said that he 
had in the strongest manner called to the 
attention of: al] the clerks in attendance 
or. the propaganda that it was their 
duty to observe the most compete se- 
crecy and he wished to recommend the 
same course not only to the secretaries, 
Mars. Vaccia and Savelll, but even to 
the members of the sacred college them- 
selves, although he added that he dld 
not suppose for a moment that any of 
them would condescend to lower thelr 
Cignity by action contrary to the spirit 
of the law reguiating the affairs of the 
propaganda. 

Several cardinals greeted the speech of 
the cardina] prefect by saying, ‘Good, 
good,” while others considered the speech 
inopportune. These latter thought that 
nc damage could be done to the interests 
of the church by the publications of which 
the cardinal prefect complained as it was 
krown that the decisions of the propa- 
ganda were not valid until ratilied by 
the pope, while, on the other hand, it 
was pointed out thatthe decisians of the 
congregations were rarely rejected by the 
pope.

Before his 
departure he informed Admiral Coghlan 
that the Panama government had cabled 
Dr, Amador his (Reyes’) arrival, Admiral 
Coghlan further states that General 
Reyes expects to make amicable rela- 
tions with the special commissioners from 
Panama now in Washington. 

It is believed here that aside from a 
proposition for Panama to assume part 
of the Colombian foreign debt, General 
Reves may advance the suggestion that 
the capital of Colombia be transferred to 
the city of Panama. This would be 
equivalent to the annexation of Colombia 
by Panama. The opinion in official cir- 
cles here is that, though flattering, the 
proposition will be rejected by the Pan- 
ama commissioners if for no other reason 
than because through sheer weight of 
numbers the Colombians soon will control 
the administration of the reunited repub- 
lic and the situation as to Panama would 
be as it was before the revolution and 
separation. 

Status of Beaupre. 

Mr. Beaupre’s states remains un- 
changed, so far as the officials know, and 
notwithstanding the menacing tone of the 
notes addressed to him by the Colombian 
minister for foreign affairs as set out 
in the press dispatches from Bogota the 


state department does not consider that 
‘there has been a breach in the relations 
| between the United States and Colombia. 
|The fact that the Colombia legation here 
is still open for business under instruc- 
tions from Bogota is confirmatory evi- 
dence of the fact that there has been no 
rupture of relations.

Bad Faith Is Charged. 

Mr. ‘viorgan said that he had only con- 
sented to the enactment of the Spooner 
bill because of his confidence in the good 
faith of the president in enforcing the 
law and now that the president had not 
seen fit to keep that faith it remained 
to be seen whether the senate would sup- 
port him in that position. The president 
had, he suid, compieted his campaign 
against the Spooner act by having Mr. 
Hay sign a treaty with “‘somebody from 
Parama,’ who had no authority except 
that conveyed in a cablegram from a 
junta at Panama, 

He read the correspondence bearing 
upon the resolution to show, as he said, 
that “the president had known of the 
uprising in the isthmus before it began 
and stood by with armed ships to pro- 
tect those engaged in it.” ‘The pretense 
ju Assistant Secretary Loomis’ dispateh 
that it was our desire to maintain peace 
was, Mr. Morgan declared, the grimmest 
picce of irony that had ever graced diplo- 
matic annals, 

Mr. Morgan expressed the hope that 
Secretary Hay had been asleep when 
some of the messages of his subordinates 
had been flying over the wire. “As for 
the president,’”’ he said, “he never sleeps 
Ou his post of duty or desire, although 
he sometimes closes his eyes to what is 
going on about him.’’ 

He continued that Colombia had had a 
perfect right to suppress an uprising or 
the isthmus and be derlared thai the 
United States had failed utterly to observe 
its treaty obligations in pursuing the 
course it had taken. 

Disaster Is Predicted. 

Indeed, he said, our course there had 
been such that it would bring the cen- 
sure of future generations upon us, and 
he predicted that the immediate result 
‘vould be disastrous, causing the loss of 
poth men and treasure. 

The consequences woald be such that 
the president would have no time for 
dreams of a diplomatic trigmph.

With the understanding that he shouid 
continue tomorrow, Mr. Morgan yielded 
the floor, and Mr. Cullom presented an 
agreement fixing December |6 as the date 
for taking a vote on the Cuban reci- 
procity bill. The agreement provides that 
the bill shall be taken up on the con- 
vening of the regular session of congress, 
December 7, and remain the order of bus- 
iness each day after the routine morning 
business until] the I6th, on which date a 
vote shall be taken, the time on the 15th 
and !6th to be equally divided between 
the friends and opponents of the bill. 
The agreement was accepted without dip-

BLACK LYNCHED 
FOR HIS ATTEMPT 


Body Swung to Lim) by Si- 
lent Horsmey, 


Nineteen-Year-Cld Negro Attempted 
To Assault a Seven-Year-Old 
White Girl in Chesterfield 
County, S. C.—Body Left 
Hanging by Mob.

Columbia, S. C., November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—News reached here late tonight of 
the lynching of Jim Nelson, 4 negro, near 
Jefferson, Chesterfield county, Saturday 
night. 

Chesterfield county has heretofore been 
clear of lynching and the ilega] hanging 
of Saturday night is the second execu- 
tion to occur within her borders in almost 
a half century. 

On Saturday afternoon, 15, 
an attempt was made to outrage the 7- 
year-old daughter of Miles W. Porter, 
a prominent farmer of the upper part 
of Chesterfield county, by Nelson, em- 
ployed on Mr. Porter’s farm. 

The girl and some smaler children were 


November 


playing at a spring near the house when | 


the attempt was made. They ran to 
the house and gave the alarm, and the 
purpose of the negro not being accom- 
plished, he took to the woods. 

Early Monday morning a posse Was or- 
ganized and for several days scoured the 
woods and nearby swamps in search of 
him, but without success. The father 
and brothers of the child continued the 
hunt and Saturday afternoon Will Por- 
ter came up with the negro at Maynard's 
saw mill, near Catarrh. 

He carried him to Jefferson-and placed 
him in the guard house in the afternoon, 
and about 8:30 Saturday night Mr. Por- 
ter and E. G. Ingram started with the 
negro to Chesterfield to deliver him to 
the sheriff. 

Negro Taken by Horsemen. 

When about 3 miles from Jefferson a 


eccuple of men appeared from out of the | 


woods, presented revoivers and ordered 


the men in the buggy to hold up their 
hands, which command was promptly 
obeyed, 

They were then ordered to drive on 
for about 200 yards up the road and 
the negro was dragged from the buggy, 
and Ingram and Porter were ordered to 
turn about and drive for what they were 
worth. 

About twenty or thirty men on horse- 
back were congregated at this lonely 
spot and made quick work of the victim. 
A rope was placed around his neck and 
he was swung up and left hanging, while 
the Knights of the cord rode silently away 
into the darkness. 

Nelson’s body was left banging al] day 
Sunday and hundreds of people came to 
look upon it. He was about nineteen 
years oid. Not a shot was fired and a 
fami.y living within 200 yards of the 
scene did not know until Sunday morn- 
ing the meaning of the presence of the 
silent horsemen who passed and repassed 
in the moonlight of the night befcre, 

The coroner went to the scene of the 
lynching Sunday evening and empanneled 
a jury, and by the light of pine knots 
held the inquest over the dead body. 

The verdict was that Jim Nelson had 
met his death at the violent hands of par- 
ties unknown to the jury. 

The body was buried near the road, 
no relatives of the deceased having come 
to claim it.

John M. Egan, whose retirement as pres-—

He will have no further connection 
with the road’s affairs, though he may 
return to Savannah within two or three 
weeks. 

The news of Mr. Egan’s retirement 
caused intense surprise and regret 
throughout the state, for no railroad man 
was better or more favorably known in 
Georgia, both to railroad men and the 
people. 

Though the official announcement of 
Mr. Egan’s withdrawal from the road has 
not yet been made public, it may be 
expected at any time and will probably 
take the form of a called meeting of the 
directors to confirm the action taken, 
by. the executive committee in New York. 

Major Hanson for President. 

The plan is to make Major J. F. Han- 
son president of the company and give 
the operation of the road either to Gen- 
eral Supérintendent T. D. Kline, who will 
be made a vice president in charge of 
operation, or to W. A. Winburn, now vice 
president in charge of traffic.

Last Day’s Session. 

Griffin. Ga.. November 23,.—(Special.)— 
After a Sunday devoted to religious work 
and services. conference opened at 9 
this morning prepared to engage in the 
hardest work of the session. 

Dr. W. F. Robinson led in the devo- 
tional services, reading the Sixty-seventh 
Psalm and singing “A Charge To Keep 
I have.” He then led in prayer. 

The regular course of business was 
tnen annoumed, Bishop Key § resum- 
ing the passing of pastors and their re- 
ports. The name of T. C. Betterton, of 
the First. Methodist church, was first 
called, he making a splendid report of 
his charge, showing $5,500 raiseq for all 
purposes and a prosperous condition of 
the religious and spiritua) affairs as well. 
One by one the ministers reported prog- 
ress and prosperity in the fields of labor. 

Preacher Walked 2,000 Miles. 

A striking and interesting report was 
made by C. M. Verdell, who said that 
he had walked about 2,000 miles this 
year in his charge near Cartersville, and 
ha@ received more conversions than ever 
before. 

Dr. J. W. Heidt reported a prosperous 
year for the churches of the Oxford dis- 
trict. Dr, Julius McGath, who wrcte 


| excellent articles upon the conditions of 


the Russian Jews. read his report upon 
his labors. The mission board has recom- 
mended and has secured an appropriation 
for work among the Jews of this section 
and Dr. McGath will be placed in charge 
of this work, probably stationing himself 
in Atlanta. Dr. McGath is a man of 
Jewish parentage and js anxious to do 
work among his own people. 

The report of Rev. C. C. Cary for the 
committee upon conference relations. in 
reference to the management of the 
fund for superanuated list, showed that 
for the first time in the history of this 
board {it had been able to pay 100 cents 
upon the dollar of the money allowed to 
each beneficiary. This fs considered a 
splendid showing. This board recom- 
mended great care and caution on the 
part of those in charge of church prop- 
erty in seeing that jt was kept insured. 

Work of Church Extension. 

Dr. P» H. Whisner general secretary 
of the board of church extension, made 
a talk urging business methods and con- 
servatism in the condust of the business 
affairs of the church. For a moment the 
question of insurance flared up, but it 
was stOpped before it consumed anv time 
the policy of the conference not to 
recommend any particular company being 
continued. 

Dr. J. V. Tigert the book editor, 
talked for a while about the quarterly 
review, of which he is also in charge. 
There {is no speaker in the conference 
who is the superior of Dr. Tigert. Every 
talk he has made has been received 
with great interest. 

Report on Education. 

Rev. Luke G. Johnson read the report 
of the board of education, of which he is 
chairman, showing the findings of the 
board upon the eonditions over which the 
church has jurisdiction. 

One of the recommendations was that 
the Zebulon school, of which Rev C. V. 
Weathers is president, be admitted to the 
st of conference schools as a hign 
school. This institution has been given 
the old Jefferson Davis institute pbutla- 
ing, and has other valuable property. 
They recommended that Rev. C. V. 
Weathers be retained as president. 

The movement put on foot by the 
alumnae of Wesleyan to erect a handsome 
memorial building in hon@r of Susannan 
Wesley, mother of Charles and John 
Wesley, on the campus at Wesleyan 
Female college was heartily indorsed by 
the conference. 

Dr. John A, Hammond, secretary of the 
general board of education, spoke of the 
line of work of his board, and the pas- 
sage of wit and repartee between Dr. 
Hammond and Dr. Tigert was much en- 
joyed by the conference. Dr. Hammond 
advocated and recommended the work 
of the correspondence § scnools of 
the Vanderbilt university, at Nashville, 
commending the excellency of this depart- 
ment of work and urging greater inter- 
est in its workings on the part of the 
ministers. The question of appreving the 
report of the educational board came up. 

At 11:30 o’clock Joe C. Simmons arose, 
opposing the admission of the Zebulon 
school into the conference, making a 
strong plea against the policy of admit- 
ting schools promiscuously. Presiding 
Elder W. F. Glenn spoke for the school, 
making a beautiful appeal for the sup- 
port by the conference of the smaller 
schools and academies. The motion to 
strike out the Zebulon schoo] was voted 
down. 

Here M. J. Cofer, advocated the reduc- 
tion of the appropriations for Emory and 
Wesleyan and the increase of the allow- 
ance for Young Harris, Rheinhart and 
Piedmont, making an appeal for these 
secondary institutions whose work he 
highly commended, and he itemized the 
fruits of these schools. 

“Let us economize on cocoanut custard 
and loaf sugar and not tpon salt and 
meal,”’ 

Said that one man at Young Harris 
lived on $4 a2 month to get an education. 
He spoke in friendly manner of Emory 
and Wesleyan. 

Dickey Appeals for Emory. 

Dr. James Dickey, of Emory, addressed 
the confernce, appealing for Emory col- 
lege, growing eloquent in reciting the past 
history of the college over which he pre- 
sides. The debate was quite exciting on 
this point, ‘becoming warm, Rev. A. D. 
Echols making a strong speech for the 
original report, which gave Emory $950, 
Wesleyan $950, Young Harris $500, La- 
Grange Female college $7+v, Rheinhart 
$100 and Piedmont $300, to be adopted. 

Mr, Cofer’s substitute proposed to re- 
duce Emory and Wesleyan’s appropria- 
tion to $760 each, and to increase Pied- 
mont institute’s to $400, Rheinhart to $200 
and Young Harris college the same as 
proposed by the board. On the vote the 
substitute of Mr. Cofer was adopted by 
a vote of 167 to 32, aad the appropriation 
as amended by Mr. Cofer will stand. 

At 12:30 o'clock Bishop Key left the 
chair for the meeting of the legal confer- 
ence, Dr. W. P. Lovejoy presiding. 

The report of the temperance commit- 
tec was read by Rev. 8. R. Belk, of St. 
James church at Augusta. The most 
striking feature of this report was the 
strong condemnation of the dispensary 
as a compromise measure. The confer- 
ence adopted the report as it stood, be- 
ing a victory for the absolute prohibition. 


Afternoon Session. 

The devotional service and prayer was 
led by Dr. Byrd, of Atlanta, after the 
singing of the song, “My Faith Looks 
up to Thee.” 

The minutes of the morning session 
were read by Secteratry John 
S. Jenkins, and were aproved by the con- 
ference. ‘'The record of.the proceedings 


of Sunday were also read and approved. 

At 3:15 the election of two trustees 
for The Wesleyan Christian Advocate at 
Atlanta was held to succeed S. B. Led- 
better ard B. P. Allen, whose terms had 
expired. ‘ 

The report of the board of trustees for 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate was 
read, recommending the retention of M. 
J. Cofer as assistant editor and businesg 
mauager. 

Sabbath Observance Urged. 

The report of the committee on Sabbath 
observance was read and approved. * It 
ordered strict and absolute observance 
uv: the Sabbath day. The report of tne 
committee upon books and perivdicais 
recmmended that Sunday books and pe- 
riodicals be not patronized by the confer- 
ence. Dr. hiopkins was chairman of this 
committee. This report was after a vote 
aaopted. 

At #4 o'clock the result of the election 
for trustees was announced as follows: 
B. P. Allen received 101 votes and »b. 
B. Ledbetter 90, they being announced 
reelected. The report of the committee 
on Orphans’ home made a report which 
wus received and adopted. It recom- 
mended for appointment as superinten- 
dent C. A. Jennison, in place of George 
Stone, resigned. 

At this junction Marietta was nominat- 
ea by S. B. Ledbetter es the place for 
the next meeting and Elberton was nom- 


inated by Joel T. Daves, both extending « 


invitations from these two progressive 
towns. On a standing vote Marietta was 
selected as the place for the next meet- 
ing of conference, receiving 18Qr;vates 
and Elberton 75 votes. S, Mii Belk 
offered a resolution expressing thanks/at 
having Bishop Ker here, and requesting 
his return, which gvas unanimously 
adopted.

and will not be this vear, as the resolu- 
tion would meet with defeat when it went 
to the aldermen: but it is practically cer- 
tain that the money will be appropriated 


py council next year. 
The resolution which sécures for At- 
lanta the distinction of being one of the 
municipal exhibitors in the Model City 
at the exposition was presented as a sub- 
stitute by Councilman Martin F. Amor- 
ous, of the sixth ward. It is as follows: 
“Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council, That the invitation of the Louts- 
tana Purchase Exposition Company to 
erect a model passenger station at the 
fair be accepted, and that the mayor and 
general council of 1904 is hereby request- 
ed to appropriate $5,000 for this pur- 
pose on condition that a like amount of 
$5,000 is raised from outside the city 
treasury for the same purpose by Decem- 
ber 31, 1903; sald model station to cost 


$10,000. 


‘Resolved, further, That we hold-over 


members and newly elected members 
whose names are hereto attached hereby

Alderman Woodward spoke in favor of 
either referring the matter to the council 
of next year or appropriating the money 
at once, to be held in trust unti] next 
year. He was not in favor of having the 
municipal exhibit because he thought no 
benefit would result from it. 

Councilman Amorous moved that council 
recommend to the council of 1904 the 
appropriation of $5,000 for the exhibit. He 
also asked for an aye and nay vote on 
the matter. 

“There are two objects to be held in 
view;"’ he said, ‘‘one is to increase the 
business of our manufacturers and the 
other is to bring new citizens to Atlanta. 
I do not believe these results will be at- 
tained by: erecting a depot building. Per- 
sonally, I intend voting against the ap- 
propriation of money for this purpose.” | 

Councilman Key stated that the city 
could not afford to accept the site now 
and inform ‘the exposition company at a 
later date that Atlanta could not erect 
the biulidng. 

“T think the exhibit ought to be dis- 
tinctively an Atlanta exhibit,’’ he said, 
“characteristic of its thrift, its energy 
and its enterprise. I think it would be 
a very fine thing for Atlanta to have a 
distinctive exhibit.’’ 

The best available thing Atlanta could 
send to St. Louis, he declared, is a re- 
production of the new depot. He favored 
the proposed exhibit. 

Believes in Advertising. 

Councilman Smith said he was a strong 
believer in advertising. It would pay, he 
said, to do nothing more than keep the 
name of Atlanta before the country. 

Alderman Inman said he favored taking 
the money from the income of council 
this year. Attention was called to the 
iact that there is no money available 
for the purpose this year. 

A. C. Bruce, who will represent the 
fourth ward in council next year, stated 
that he favored the exhibit and would 
take great pieasure in voting for the 
appropriation next year. 

Councilman Holland, a hold-over mem- 
ber, said he thought the money ought to 
be appropriated this year.

Ree and Frank L. McRee, of Valdosta; 


William F. Crawley and Thoms J. Mc- 
Clelland, of Ware county, and Clayton 
McTeod, Jé6Rn A. McLeon and Lester 


Williamson, of Montgomery county. 

The indictmenfs were for various of- 
ferses connected With the sale and return 
of negroes into peonage and other modes 
of depriving them of their liberty. 

Edward McRee is a member of the 
Georgia legislature, Wth his two broth- 
ers he operates oné of the largest crate 
factories In the south, one of the largest 
of the enterprises being the Kinderlou 
mills. The farm land owned and planted 
by them comprises 22,000 acres, They are 
among the most prominent citizens of 
Valdosta and both there and in Savannah, 
as well as throughout the state, Nave 
many friends : 

Thomas s.. McClelland is an ex-sheriff of 
Ware county and one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of that county. William J. 
Crawley, who is jointly indicted with him, 
is a young attorney, a graduate of the 
University of Georgia and a prominent 
member of the Georgia: bar. 

The McLeods and Lester Williamson are 
well Known farmers and 
in Montgomery county, their plantations 
being near Zaidee. 

Edward J. McRee, William McRee and 
Frank I. McRee were jointly and sev- 
erally indicted for holding certain men, 
women and children of the colored race 
ir involuntary servitude, it befng charged 
in thirteen indictments containing nu- 
merous counts that on dates ranging from 
August last to the August just passed, 
that they worked, ‘did hold, arrest and 
return to a condition of peonage against 
his will compelling to work out a ficti- 
tious contract.’” The names of the ne- 
groes who are alleged to have been held 
in slavery by the McFPee brothers are 
John Wesley, Boney George Davis, Imla 
Durham, Dave Smith, Dave Brimmage, 
Ed Hardy, Henry Brimmage, Joe Holmes, 
John McMullen, Jonn Spangler, Nealy 
Hardy and Andrew Moore. Some of 
these, NM is alleged, were arrested under 
no authority of law, the accused having 
seized them and thrown them into a 
condition of slavery. 

In the indictment against Clayton B. 
McLeod, John A. McLeod and Lester 
Williamson it Is not only charged tiat the 
men violated the thirteenth amendment 
to the constitution of the United States, 
but that they put the negroes under the 
lash, maltreating them and inflisaing bod- 
ily injury, at the same time forcibly and 
by confinement keeping them in slavery.

Indeed, The Constitution, .in com- 
mon with a great many good Atlan- 
tans, we believe, is inclined to use 
some superlative adverbs in saying 
what a shame it considers the propo- 
sition to abandon a McKinley memo- 
rial in Atlanta to be. 

We do not béiieve tke zeal of our 
people, so patriotically manifest in 
the dark hour when the whole nation 
bowed its head in reverential sorrow 
at our assissinated president's bier, 
has lost a scintilla of its warmth to- 
ward this nobie, broad-minded purpose. 
Far from it, we are convinced that At- 
lantans desire the tribute paid to Wil- 
liam McKinley’s memory as earnestly 
now as then. Their regard for that 
Splendid representative of sterling 
Americanism was not influenced in 
any degree by the emotionalism of 
the passing hour, but based upon the 
intrinsic qualities of the man and 
what he stood for in the larger as- 
pects of our national life. We honor 
him, dead, as we could not honor him 
living, and we know even better now 
how benign was the influence of the 
great “peacemaker.” 

To our thinking, the Atlanta 
Kinley monument fund, however 
inadequate in dollars to the _ de- 
serts of the cause, jis still on a 
promising basis and requires noth- 
ing but the exercise of a little 
activity on the part of the commit- 
tee having the work in charge to en- 
able it to fultill its lofty mission. 

Even though another dollar were 
not raised, we think, with Judge 
Kontz, that the modest sum already 
collected should be devoted to the 
erection of some sor* of a McKinley 
memorial, if nothing more than a 
bronze medallion tablet or oil paint- 
ing. It is easy to suggest a number 
of forms that an appropriate memo- 
rial might properly take. A centrally 
located drinking fountain, say in front 
of the new federal buiiding soon to 
be erected in this city, would serve 
the patriotic purpose admirably and 
at the same time fill a utilitarian use 
rather symbolic of the kindly nature 
of the dead statesman. Even the 
jaded, thirsty horses would bless his 
memory! 

By all means use the slender fund 
in hand for.the purpose intended, and 
add more to it. if necessary. 

At any rate, don't incontinently di- 
vert the fund to other uses, as has 
been proposed, through the mistaken 
notion that it is too small for the use 
intended. 

Atlanta ought to have a peculiar 
Civic pride at stake in this matter, 
for reasons that lie close to our peo- 
ple’s hearts. Let “the Atlanta spirit” 
get behind it!

General Reyes could have been

The United States is dealing now 
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with a sovel 
to become the guarantor of Panaman 
responsibilities. Panama, as a free 
state, can debate and settle these 
questions with Colombia, but they 
must be settled on the face of the 
new conditions between Panama: and 
the United States. 

It is well enough, then, for General 
Reyes*to come to the United States 
and get thoroughly enlightened as to 
the status of affairs between Panama 
and the United States. He can then 
better advise the Colombian govern- 
ment as to the probabilities of their 
making a military demonstration 
against the situation. As a military 
authority he can easily say “don’t” 
and be heeded.

The Florida Ship Canal. 

A convention of representative men 
in trade and export interests concern- 
ed in the building of the Florida ship 
canal should be held in Atlanta. 

The more that the question of the 
canal, its importance and its advan- 
tage to the entire commerce of the 
Mississippi valley are debated, the 
more the imminent pressure for its 
creation becomes understandable. A 
rough calculation of the savings by 
the canal route to and from Galves- 
ton, New Orleans, Mobile and Pen- 
sacola shows that the cost of its con- 
struction would be paid in ten years 
of the savings it would produce. 
calculations of twenty years ago have 
been discounted 50 per cent by the 
inventio&s of the interim. 

The south needs this canal. It will 
be a great auxiliary to the Panama 
canal and send half of the commerce 
through the Panama canal by way of 
the Yucatan passage that would other- 
wise go from eastern ports, as Nor- 
folk, Baltimore, New York and Bos- 
ton, via the Windward passage, be- 
tween Santo Domingo and Porto Rico 
or between Cuba and Haiti. 

In, fact, the assurance that we are 
to have a Panama canal makes it 
practically essential that we should 
have the Florida ship canal. 

Let the Atlanta chamber of com- 


merce take up the question at once 
and have a Florida ship canal conven- 
tion here in Atlanta!

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Bishop Key and the Preachers. 

Bishop Key, of the Southern Metbh- 
odist church, is distinctly notable for 
the old-fashioned piety that prevailed 
in Georgia in the days when the 
Pierces were the Boanerges of °the 
sacrament, the revival and the camp- 
meeting. 

As a survival of thosé days when 
the Alpha and Omega of the gospel 
were the Ten Commandments and the 
Sermon on the Mount, this great bish- 
op has been 2 steadfast pillar of the 
simple and honest faith which ignores 
geological periods and the scientific 
Strabismus that sees in the Bible dou- 
ble Isaiahs and duplicate’ Elijahs. 
He has adhered to and preached “the 
word” and by the majesty of his faith 
and the sweet simplicity of his spirit 
has helped mightily to build up con- 
fidence in the Scriptures and the 
Surety of the promises of the’ Al- 
mighty. 

In his address to the new ministers 
on Sunday the good bishop seemed to 
lay special stress upon the fact that 
many men of his day and who have 
been of great value to the church, 
“were great men, great citizens and 
great preschers; not one of them 
were college men; all were self- 
made!” : 

Because this great bishop and some 
of his strong compeers 6f fifty-three 
years ago became great men and 
great preachers without college tfain- 
ing is no reason why young preachers 
of today should be taught a light con- 
tempt for college training, or hard 
study along the lines of systematic 
college courses. 

A man of strong native intellect, 
and the spirituality that urges him 
into the ministry, may rely with great 
confidence upon the help of the Spirit 
of Truth to guide him into al] truth. 
With that help he may become a 
great minister. 

But it should not be forgotten that 
in a day of science and culture the 
Holy Spirit uses the knowledge of the 
world better than He can use the ig- 
norance of the world. He can make a 
powerful preacher out of an {gno- 
ramus, if that is all he has to work 
with, but he can make an infinitely 
better preacher out of an educated 
man who is subject to spiritual guid- 
ance. 

Bishop Key is right enough in his 
counsel and encouragement to a class 
of uneducated preachers, provided 
they are the only ones in his pres- 
ence, but the age demands that bish- 
ops and conferences call for educated 
men whose education, supplemented 
by spiritual endowments, equal om- 
nipotence in the gospel propaganda.

The McKinley Monument. 

Editor Constitution: The tentative de- 
cision of the trustees of the local Mc- 
Kinley monument fund to return the 
amount coliected by them, some $1,300, 
and not to collect the remaining sub- 
scriptions arhounting, so I have heard, to 
severa] thousand dollars, nominally for 
the reason that the amount collected is 
insufficient for a monument, and with a 
view back of this to deflect this pa- 
triotic fund to another very laudable 
but different purpose, is, jn my o;!nion, 
a very great mistake. 

The, purpose for which the McKinley 
fund was contributed should be carried 
out. All men everywhere, whatever their 
political sentiments, agree that McKinley 
was a great, broad, Hberal man, and 
above all, a Christian gentleman. WheTWer 
willing or not to accept assistance of 
the national government in caring for 
confederate graves, McKinley’s speech in 
our own state capitol advocating it will for 
all time endear his memory to all the 
people of our southland, Himself a union 
soldier, dependent for his own pulitical 
success on northern votes, that speech 
took moral courage not less noble than 
the bravery of the soldier in the field. 
Of him, as of our own Grady, it may be 
said he ‘‘died Iiterally loving a nation into 
peace!’’ 

Such a monument in our midst as that 
proposed will stimulate, if only in a 
small measure, tn coming men in_ like 
station a desire in like manner to gain 
the commendation of their fellow citi- 
zens of the south. Atlanta boasts that 
it is not provincial, that it is an Ameri- 
can city. We welcome into our. citizen- 
snip men of al] sections, of all shades of 
political opinions. The monument pro- 
posed will give a verity to this boast 
more than any words that we might 
utter. Had McKinley not made the speech 
referred to, had his term as president 
not marked the successful issues of a 
great war, and a new era in our country’s 
history, giving: us a higher place in the 
family of nations, and greater security 
to every American in foreign lands, his 
memory would still be held in 
tender reverence for the way in which 
he faced the last, the great common ene- 
my of all of us, and showed the world 
the spirit in which a great Christian gen- 
tleman should die. 

Monument does not alone mean a life 
statue or towering obelisk, but any work 
of art constituting a memento, for ex- 
ample a marble bust or-a portrait would 
meet not only the intention of the do- 
nors, but the dictionary definition as 
well. Probably not a single one of the 
portraits of the great Georgians that 
aaorn our state house cost aS much as 
has aiready been collected; and such a 
monument on the walls of our capitol or 
on the walls of our city hajl or of the 
chamber of commerce, among Our own il- 
lustrious dead, would teach our children 
most forcibly that we are not only Atlan- 
tans and Georgians, but in our sympa- 
thies and in faet also American citizens. 
If additional funds are needed for the 
other noble cause that has been assaci- 
ated with this recent movement to aban- 
don the local McKinley monument idea, 
the people of this community and of this 
section will not be slow, if the matter 
is brought to their attention, to make 
the necessary contributions to that alsvu; 
but let us not forget that great gathering 
when the walls of the Grand opera house 
Were unable to contains the vast multi- 
tude which, abandoning for the time the 
shop, the store house. and the office, and 
the adjacent streets, thronged it to do 
honor to McKinley’s memory. The mayor 
of our city, the governor of our state, 
our United States Senator Clay and the 
noble Gordon, the _ highest representa- 
tive of the surviving soldiers of the con- 
federacy, joined to pay fitting tribute. 
Were they and those who listened in- 
sincere and was it a mockery as thou 
sands with solemn step marched to a 
funeral dirge to that great gathering?

Helping the Postoffice.

in the rapid handling of mail matter. 

May I be permitted to suggest one way 
in which the public might be assisted by 
the postal authorities, with reference to 
the posting of letters, in the street mail 
boxes? -Why do not the authorities see 
that every street box has a card upon 
it indicating the hours of collection from 
the boxes? ; 

Also, why-do they not have a card in 
the daily papers indicating the hours 
when mails for different points are closed? 

The mailing clerks would also be as- 
sisted, to some extent at least, in the dis- 
tribution of mails to points without the 
city, if in the postoffice there were boxes 
for letters, marked according to the gen- 
eral distribution of letters, viz: 

“To Savannah and intermediate points.”’ 

“To New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington,’’ and so on. 

These simple conveniences exist in all 
our large cities, and, I am sure, would 
greatly facilitate matters here. Very 
truly, SUBSCRIBER.

Neely, convicted in Cuba of the appro- 
priation of $45,400 of its postal funds, 
while acting as director of finances of the 
postoffice in Cuba by the United 
States to vacate the attachment found 
by the United States against the $20,000 
cash bail deposited by Neely with the 
registrar of the United States circuit 
court in this district. Neely’s counsel 
had moved the dismissal of the attach- 
ment and civil proceedings on the ground 
that the act of amnesty passed by the 
Cuban congress in May, 1902, whereby 
all Americans convicted of crime _ in 
Cuba during the occupancy of the island 
were pardoned, removed with it all pen- 
alties and disabilities and that the money 
should be returped to him. The United 
States, which brought the action prior 
to the passage of the amnesty act, con- 
tended that the money so deposited prop- 
erly belonged to Cuba, from which gov- 
ernment Neely had embezzled it. 

In his opinion Judge Lacombe says: 

“It is difficult to understand by what 
process of reasoning a provision as plain 
as this ‘amnesty act’ can be construed 
as to transfer the title of property from 
the true owner to the thief who stole it.’’

The pulpit, buried 
beneath banks of orchids, shot with all 
the melting hues that are blended in those 
most costly and civilized of flowers: the 
altar, a mass of white lilies, exhaling 
their intoxicating and enervating per- 
fumes; the church itself festooned like an 
opera house on a gala night, with mas- 
sive ropes of white roses—what a theater 
for the performance of the wedding 
drama! And the drama had been through 
at least two rehearsals, so that its lux- 
urious machinery might move without a 
hitch—not a fold of the five-thousand- 
pound wedding dress, not a diamond 
spray displaced by a hair’s breadth. 

It is in moments like this that our 
American cousins surpass the civilized 
and the barbaric world. The Romans 
themselves can hardly have exceeded such 
displays of extravagance. For Americans 
we can only suppose that such an atmos- 
phere is radiantly congenial, and that the 
overpowering presence of money com- 
pensates them for any slight defects of 
good taste or of restraint. But consider 
the young Scots nobleman, with the mem- 
ory of a simple English upbringing, 
standing amid the overpowering perfume 
of the lilies and the roses, and the other 
characteristic sensations of a ¢rowded 
gathering of fashionable femininity} 
Surely he makes an odd figure there, and 
surely (we are inclined to add, tn spite 
of his happiness) an almost pathetic one, 
lacking even the reassurang conscious- 
ness of ante-nuptial settlements.

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ON DEPOT-SITE 


Stakes Driven and Plows and 
Shovels Started Working 
Yesterday. 


The construction of the new passenger 
station has begun. . 

The site of the depot was staked off py 
Chief Engineer Walter H. Harfison and 
his force yesterday morning, and today 
there are a large number of men engaged 
in making the necessary changes in the 
grade, preparatory to laying the founda- 
tions of the building. 

The site is said to fit the building, and 
there will be very little grading neces- 
sary. The plaza-to-be is on a natural 
elevation, and the space designed for the 
tracks is already within a few feet of 
the required depression. 

The men who broke dirt for the struc- 
ture are not the forces of the contractors, 
but are employed by the terminal com- 
pany. Immediately upon the arrival of 
the materials, which have been ordered, 
the contractors will begin the erection of 
the station, and within twelve months 
from November 23 the depot will be ready 
for use, umless entirely unforeseen com- 
plications arise. : 

There will not be a great deal of work 
done before the materia] for the building 
arrives, and there may be an apparent 
delay, but this will be only for a short 
time. The construction will be pusned 
with the utmost dispatch, and almost be- 
fore Atlantans realize it they will be 
using the new terminal] station, 

The money is in hand, the plans are 
complete, and work has actually started 
on the site, and there is now nothing in 
the way of the completion of the under- 
taking. 

Quite a large force is at work on the 
grading, and it will take them but a 
short time to finish that part of the plan. 
Then, as soon as the first car load of 
material arrives and is unloaded in the 
yards, the contractors will have their 
men on the spot to commence the founda- 
tion, and from that it will rapidly grow 
into the finished building. 

Architect Thornton Marye will have su- 
pervision of the construction of the depet, 
and he has established offices here, and 
will remain in Atlanta during the next 
twelye months. In due time the contract: 
fom the building of the train shed will 
be let. This part of the depot can be 
erected in half the time required to build 
the main structure, and there will be no 
hurry about securing a contractor to do 
the work. Plans for the train shed are 
now ready, but as new developments 
might arise as the work of construction 
on the principal building goes on, these 
plans are subject to alterations in some 
details. 

Those who have the matter of building 
the depot in charge exhibit feelings of 
pleasure and relief now that the great 
undertaking has been actually begun, and 
all ‘‘possible, probable shadow of a 
doubt’’ as to its ultimate realization for- 
ever removed. 


TAX DEFAULTERS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Strict Enforcement of the 
Law Is To Be Earnestly 
Urged, 


t 

Only those tax defaulters, in the mat- 
ter of state and county taxes, who have 
lawful excuses will be relieved of the 
penalty of double taxation. 

This is the mandate of the law and the 
board of county commissioners, in special 
session yesterday afternoon, decided to 
take no further steps in the matter of 
tax defaulters than to direct the strict 
infOrcement of the law by the county 
authorities, thus leaving the matter in 
the hands of the clerk of the board, as 
heretofore. 

The members of the board present were 
Judge E. B. Rosser, chairman; Judge H. 
E. W. Palmer and Hon, Hubert L, Cul- 
berson. Tax Collector A. P. Stewart was 
also present and discussed the matter 
with the commissioners. 

Tax Collector Stewart informed the 
board of the rather astonishing fact that 
numbers of tax payers shun the tax re- 
ceiver and refuse to make returns in or- 
der to escape jury duty. It was the 
unanimous sentiment of the commission- 
ers that the penalty of double taxation 
should be applied to all such people and 
Clerk Henry M. Wood and Mr. Stewart 
were instructed to keep track of all these 
cases. Judge Palmer declared that if he 
nad the power he would not exempt any 
eligible person from jury duty, but would 
force them all to serve, regardless of 
.aeir position. : 

Mr. Stewart stated that in the case of 
most defaulters they are new residents of 
the county and are unfamiliar with Ful- 
ton county laws and that such persons 
ure rarely ever defaulters after the first 
time. Clerk Wood informed the board that 
sully 90 per cent of the defaulters this 
year are negroes and ignorant persons, 
none ef whom would likely return more 
than $1,000 worth of property. 

The commissioners all expressed them- 
selves as favoring some plan by which 
the practice among certain tax payers of 
failing to give in returns might be broken 
up. Clerk Wood has on hand about 
seventy-five excuses and such of these 
excuses as are lawful will be recognized 
on an affidavit being presented from the 
tax payer that the excuse is true.

Grand Jurors Will Confer 
Best Plan, 


Correspondence Between County 
Court Officers Shows That Condi- 
tions Are Same All Over 
Georgia—Will Cooperate 

for Legislation. 


On 


The grand jury of Fulton county has 
been hearing from grand juries tn other 
portions of the state, asa result of which 
the warfare against usurious lenders of 
money is to be made state wide. 

The present grand jury in Bibb county 
is now waging a warfare against the 
practices of the money sharks in Macon 
and other places. The same course ig be- 
ing pursued by the grand juries of Chat- 
ham and Richmond counties in Savannah 
and Augusta. 

The grand juries in all sections of the 
State are busy with this question and 
Say that they find the problem to be as 
serious a one as it has been found in 
Atlanta, Lefters from grand jurors in 
other counties have been received regard- 
ing the methods of the Atlanta body. 
On the other hand, the Fulton county 
grand jury has asked for information re- 
garding tha condition as found in other 
portions of the state. 

The members of all grand juries seem to 
agree that the one great remedy for the 
evils as they exist at present is in further 
and more stringent legislation. For that 
reason a movement has been on foot that 
is sure to result in a bill being presented 
to the legislature at the next session 
that will carry with it not only the senti- 
ment of the people, but the recommenda- 
tions of the grand juries as well. 

Cooperation in Reform. 


Just now cooperation is the watchword 
of the 
this directie>. It seems that the grand 
juries in o..er cities of the state have 
found that the real business houses and 
manufactories have been the real suffer- 
ers from the usurious interest demanded 
by the money lenders. From every side 
it is claimed that the grocets and butch- 
ers and regular tradespeople have had to 
suffer because of their patrons paying 
money to meet the interest of the money 
lenders to prevent arrest, while their le- 
gitimate bills have had to be carried 
for months and in many instances go un- 
paid, the debtor leaving the city to es- 
cape the demands of the sharks. 

The opinion of a very large majority of 
the grand jurors is to the effect that it is 
not Atlanta or Savannah or Macon or 
Augusta that are the sufferers, but the 
whole state of Georgia. They also say 
that the same companies doing business 
in Atlanta have agencies in all Parts of 
the state and that when a victim goes 
from one city to another he or she is 
immediately tracked down and presented 
with a bill for the interest which he owed 
in the city or town in which he last lived. 
In this way he is compelled to leave the 
entire state to be free from further pur- 
sult.

So it has developed through correspond- 
ence and interviews between grand jurors 
of Fulton and other counties that the 
‘present practices of the money lenders in 
all sections are the greatest menace to 
the best interests of the commonwealth 
and for that reason all are agreed that 
concerted action for the solution of the 
problem and a practical relief from the 
present conditions is the great hope of 
accomplishing something practical. 

Conference on Legislation. 

For this reason it is assured that there 
will go before the next meeting of the 
legislature a bill for the revision of the 
present laws that will carry with It a 
petition expressing the sentiment of all 
of the people of Georgia, including all 
of the operators and operatives. It is 
probable that there will be a conference 
of grand jurors from different parts of 
the state for the matter of advising and 
exchanging opinions for the drafting of a 
bill that will meet the needs, 

There seems to be no thought on the 
part of the grand jurors in any section 
to urge any drastic legislation that would 
result in depriving the people Who are 
in need securing ready money immediate- 
ly: They also recognize that there must 
be paid a much larger rate of interest on 
such loans than that paid by banking 
houses on the best of securities. But it 
will be the object of this conference to 
devise the very best ways and means 
for correcting the present practices of the 
money lenders, their methods of fore- 
closure ‘and the arresting of borrowers on 
the charge of cheating and swindling and 
misdemeanors, 

With the drawing of such a bill, peti- 
tions will be presented which the leading 
manufacturers, merchants, tradespeople, 
working people and professional men in 
all parts of the state have already placed 
themselves on record as being very glad 
to subscribe their names. The same is 
true of many Of the ladies of Georgia, 
for investigation has proved that much 
of the difficulty of securing and holding 
good servants in domestic employment 
has been traced directly to the methods 
of the money men having servants within 
their toils.

CHEROKEE CIRCUIT RACE. 


Solicitor Maddox in.the City and 
Talks of the Hot 
Race. 


Hon. S. P. Maddox, 
of the Cherokee circuit, was in Atlanta 
yesterday on business. In conversation 
with a representative of The Constitu- 
tion, who asked him Concerning the ap- 
proaching race for judge and solicitor 
general of the Cherokee circuit, Mr. Mad- 
dox said: 

‘“T am a candidate for reelection for so- 
licitor general of the Cherokee circuit. 
T have once been elected by the people, 
and naturally feel that I would like an 
indorsement by the. people. If I have 
done my duty to the people who elected 
me the one time, I am entitled to an iIn- 
dcrsement; otherwise not. I shall make 
the race squarely on m. record, knowing 
that I have consclentiously tried to dis- 
charge my duty. Since my incumbency 
I have done everything in my power to 
lessen the expense of runnigg the courts. 
I do not believe any man can be found 
in the circuit who can say that I have 
consumed unnecessary time in the trial 
of cases. I discuss my cases and quit, 
and in this, as wel] as otherwise, I have 
saved the taxpayers a great deal of 
money. The people are appreciative. and 
T am certain of an indorsement of my 
course.

TWO MEN KILLED 
BY WILD TRAIN 


Twelve Cars Ran Down Bal- 
sam Mountain and Left 
Rails. 


Asheville, N. €., November 23.—(Spe-

Details of the Fie Days 
Fighting in Jolo, 


Three Hundred Moros Killed and 
Many Others Carried Off Wound- 
ed—Major Scott and Five 
American Privates Were 
Wounded. 


Washington, November 23.—A long ca- 
blegram was today received at the war 
department from Colonel Simpson, who 
is temporarily in charge at Manila, de- 
scribing the battle of Major General 
Wood's forces with the Moros, November 
12 to 16, at Siet Lake, Jolo. The ac- 
count is a condensed version of the details 
sent out in the press dispatches. It sald 
that ‘‘Hassen’s forces were literally de- 
stroyed.’’ 

Three Hundred Moros Killed. 

The details show that 300 Moros were 
killed and many others were carried off 
dead or wounded as a result of the five 
days’ fighting in Jolo. 

Major H. L. Seott, of the Fourteenth 
cavalry, and five American privates were 
wounded, 

aeneral Wood landed near Siet Lake, in 
Jolo, November 12. The Moros were 
soon located agd fighting began imme- 
diately and continued until] November 17. 

Major Scott was taking Panglima Has- 
sen, the Moro leader, who had been a 
prisoner, to Jolo. While en route Has- 
sen asked to be allowed to see his fam- 
ily. 

His appeal was granted and he there- 
upon led Major Scott into an ambuscade 
where the American detachment was fired 
upon. Major Scott was shot in both 
hands. Hassen succeeded in escaping 
during the unexpected attack, but is sup- 


posed to have been killed the following 
day. : 

The fighting took place in a country 
covered with rocks. The Moros were 
driven across the country from Siet Lake 
to the town which Hassen had made his 
headquarters and where it was reported 
the Moros were 2,000 strong. 

The rebe] position was attacked in the 
flank by the American troops who occu- 
pied the town an@ infifeted a loss of fifty 
killed on the Moros. 

Moros Fled to Swamps. 

The rest of the Moros went into the 
swamps, out of which they were driven 
on November 16, leaving seventy-six dead 
behind them. On November 17 the Amer-

BLEACHERS TO GO 
ALONG THE SIDELINES 
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ANAGER WALLACE MILLER, of 
Mes Georgia football team, closed 

a contract with Padgett & Co. yes- 
terday for the erection of new bleachers 
to take the place of the old grand stand 
burned on Saturday night. Stipulating in 
the contract that the work on the 
structure should be completed by noon 
on Thursday. 

The new bleachers wil) be erected close 
to the side lines of the gridiron and sep- 
arated from it by a stou wire rope. They 
will extend 150 feet along the side lines, 
frdm the 30-yard line at one end to the 
30-yard line at the other end. and will 
be twelve tiers in height. Accommda- 
tions will thus be provided for 1,500 more 
people. The structure will be stout, well 
built and comfortable. 

The management has also decided to 
bring over from Athens the portable 
grand stand which. belongs to the Geor- 
gia Athletic Association and put it up 
at the park. It will be placed in front 
of the old grand stand and much closer to 
the scene of contest. This grand stand 
will be brought over to the city today by 
the Seaboard Air Line, which has agreed 
to transport it free of charge.

SENT TO DEATH 
BY KICKING GUN 


Fourteen-Year-Old Tom Dees 
Killed in Unusual 
Manner. 


Valdosta, Ga., November 23.—(Special.)
